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The -following Act ol 1'iuhament received the ussent of the President 
on the 120t h October, 1951 and is hereby published lor general informa- 
tion : —

ACT, 1951 

No. LV of 1951 

An Act further to amend tho Benares Hindu University Act, 

1915 

[20th October, 1951J 

Be it enacted bv Piulhunent as follow 6- — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (2) This Aot may be called the 

Benares Hindu University (Amendment) Act, 1951. 

(3) Sedious 15 and 16 slial 1 come into force at once and the remaining 
provisions of this Act shall come into force on such date as the Oontral 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint, and 
different dates may be uppomied for different provisions. 

2. Substitution ol certain expressions for certain other expression# in 

Act XVI of 1915. — In the Benares Hindu University Act, 1915 (herein- 
after it toi red to as the principal Act), whenever an expression mentioned 
in column 1 ert the Table heieunder occurs then, unless otherwise expressly 
provided m this Act, there shall be substituted therefor the expression aet 
opposite to it in column 2 ol the said Table 
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3. Substitution of new sections lor sections 4, 5 and 9 in Act XVI of 
1916, — For Fpctions 4, 6 and 0 of the principal Act, the following sections 
shall he substituted, namely — 

“1 himu'imtij open lo all rlansrn, < astrs and nrcch — The Uni- 
versity shall be open to peisons of edhor sex and of whatever race, 
deed, i asle or class, and it shall not he lawful for the University 
to adopt or impose on any person any test wliitsoevti of religious 
belief or profession m order to entitle lum to he admitted therein, as 
a leaclier or student, or to hold any office therein, or to graduate 
thereat, or to enpiy or exercise anv privilege thereof, except in res- 
pect of any particular benefaction accepted by the Umveisdy, where 
such test is made a condition thereof by any testamentary or other 
instrument eroating such benefaction - 

Provided that nothing in this section shall bo deemed to prevent 
religious distinction being given m the marine i prose nbcd by the 
Ordinances to those who have, consented io receive it 

4A. Power* of the Ihnvcrmty — The Universdy shall have the 
following powers, namely — 

(I) to provide foi instruction in such branches of learning as 
the University may think fit, and to make provision for research 
and for the alvancement and dissemination of knowledge; 

(3) to promote Oriental studies, and in particular Vedio, 
Hindu, Uuildhist and .lain studies, and to give instruction in 
Hindu religion and to impart moral and physical training; 

(3) to hold examinations and to grant an 1 confer degrocs and 
other academic distinctions to and on persons who — 

(«) shall have pursued a course of Rtiuly in Ilia Univer- 
sity or in an institution maintained under sub-section (f) of 
section 15 or admitted to the privileges of tbo University 
under sub-section (2) of that section, or 

(h) are teachers in educational institutions, under con- 
ditions laid down in the Statutes and the Ordinances, and 
shall have passed the examinations of the UnivoiBitv under 
like conditions, or 

(e) boing women, shall have pursued a course of privute 
study and shall have passed the examinations of the Univer- 
sity undei conditions laid down m the Ordinance''; 

(4) to confer honorary degrees or other distinct ions in tile 
manner laid down in the Statutes, 

(6) to grant such diplomas to, and to-piovide such lectures 
and instruction for, persons not being members of the University, 
as the University may determine; 

(d) to co-operate with other Universities and authorities in 
such manner and for such purposes ns tho University may 
determine ; 

(7) to institute professorships, readerships, lecturerships and 
other teaching posts required by the University and Jo appoint 
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persons to suek professorships, readerships, lecturerships and 
other posts ; 

(8) to instil ute and award fellowships (including travelling 
fellowships), scholarships, studentships, exhibitions und prizes in 
iiccoidonee with the Statutes and the Ordinances; 

(9) to institute and maintain Halls and hostels and to recog- 
nise places of residence lor students of the University; 

(10) to demand and receive such fees und other clnuges »b 
may bo prescribed by the Ordinances ; 

(11) to supervise and control the residence and to rtguluk 
the discipline of students of the University, and to make arrange- 
ments tor promoting their health; 

(12) to make special arrangements in reject of the residence 
discipline, and teaching of women students; 

(19) to create administrative, ministerial and other necessary 
posts and to muko appointments thereto; and 

(14) to do all such other acts and things, whether incidental 
to the powers aforesaid or not, ns may be requisite in order to 
further the objects of the University. 

5 Visitor. — (1) The President of India shall be (lie "Visitor of the 
Unix ci shy. 

(9) The Visitor shall have the right to cause an inspection to be 
nude by such poison or persons us he may direct, of the Uriivmsity, its 
buildings, laboratories and equipment and of any institution maintain- 
ed by the University, and also of the examinations, teaching and other 
work conducted or done by the University and to cause an inquiry to 
be made in like manner in respect of any matter connected with the 
University. 

(3) The Visitor shall in every case give notice to the Unhersity 
of his intention to cause an inspection or inquiry to he made, and the 
University shall ho entitled to appoint a representative who shall have 
the right to he present and be heard at such inspection or inquiry. 

(4) The Visitor mav address the Vice-Chancellor with -reference to 
the resell of such inspection and inquiry, and the Vice-Chancellor 
shall communicate to the Executive Council the views of file Visitor 
with such advice as the Visitor may offer upon the action to be taken 
thereon 

(/>) Tlte Executive Council shall communicate through the Vice- 
Chancellor to the Visitor such action, if any, as it is proposed to take 
or' lias been taken upon the result of such inspection or inquiry. 

(6) Where the Executive Council does no(, within a reasonable 
time, take action to the satisfaction of the Visitor, the Visitor may, 
after considering any explanation furnished or representation made b\ 
the Executive Council, issue such directions as he may Ihink lit and 
the Executive Council shall be bound to comply with such directions. 
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(7) Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions of this section 
the Visitor may, by order in writing, annul any proceeding of the 
University which is not in conformity with this Act, the Statutes or 
the Ordinances : 

Provided that before making any such order, ho shall call upon 
the University to show cause why such an order should not be made 
and if any cause is shown within n reasonable time, shall consider 
the same. 

0. Chief Rector and Rectors- — (I) The Governor of the State of 
Uttar Pradesh shall be the Chief Rector of the University. 

(ft) Such persons, as may be appointed in this behalt in accord- 
ance with the Statutes, shall be the Rectors of the University.” 

4, Substitution of section 7 in Act XVI of 1915, — For section 7 of the 
principal Act, the Allowing section shall be substituted, namely; — 

“7. Officers and authorities of the University. —The following shall 
be the officers and authorities of the University — 

OFFICERS OF THE UNIVERSITY 

( i ) The Chanoellor, 

(it) The Pro-Chancellor- 

Provided that until one ot the two 1‘io-Cliancollors holding office at 
the commencement of the Benares Hindu University (Amendment) 
Act, 1051, osasos to hold office, there shall be two Pro-Chancellors, 

(iii) The Vice-Chancellor, 

(iv) The Pro-Vice-Chancellor, 

(v) The Treasurer, 

(vi) The Registrar, 

( vii ) The Deans of the Faculties, and 

(win) Such other persons in the service orf the University as 
ony be declared by the Statutes to be the officats of the 
University. 


Authorities of the University 

(0 The Court, 

(ii) The Executive Council, 

(in) The Academic Council, 

(ia) The Standing Committee of the Academic Council, 

(v) The Finance Committee, 

(vi) The Faculties, and 

(vii) Such other authorities as may be doclared bv the 
Statutes to be authorities of the University.” 
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5, Amendment ol section 9, Act XVI of 1915. — In section 9 of the 
principal Act,— 

(a) in , sub-section (2), — 

(i) the words “in administrative matters,” shall be omitted; 

(ii) for the words and brackets ‘‘the Senate (Bave when the 
Senate has acted in accordance with powers conferred on it under 
this Act, the Statutes or the Regulations) ’ ’ the words and brackets 
"the Executive Council, the Aoademio Council and the Standing 
Committee of the Academic Council (save when these authorities 
have acted in accordance with powers conferred on them under 
this Act, the Statutes or the Ordinances)” shall be substituted; 

(b) sub-section (2) shall be omitted. 

0. Amendment of section 10, Act XVI of 1915. — Eor Bub-section (2) of 
section 10 of the principal Act, the following sub-Bection shall be substi- 
tuted, namely:— 

“(2) The Executive Council shall be the executive body of the 
University.” 

7. Amendment of section 11, Act XVI of 1915. — In section 11 of the 
principal Act — 

(a) in sub-section (2) the word “entire” Eh, all be omitted; 

(b) sub-section (2) shall be omitted. 

8. Amendment of section 12, Act XVI of 1915. — For section 12 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall bo substituted, namely: — 

“12. The Standing Committee of the Academic Council. — There 
shall be a Standing Committee of the Academic Council which shall 
exercise such powers and perform such duties as may bo vested in it 
by the Statutes.” 

9. Amendment of section 13, Act XVI of 1915. — For sub-section (2) of 
section 13 of the principal Act, the following sub-section shull be substi- 
tuted, namely: — 

"(2) The accounts of the University shall, once ut least in every 
year and at intervals of not more than fifteou months, be audited by 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India.” 

10. Amendment of section 14, Act XVI of 1915. — In section 14 of the 

principal Act, for the words "the States” the word "India” shall be 
substituted. 

11. Amendment of section 15, Act XVI of 1915. — -In section 15 of the 

principal Act, — > 

(a) in sub-section (2), for the words "institutions in Benares” the 
words "institutions including nigh Sohools 7 within a radius of fifteen 
miles from the main temple of the University” shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-section (2), for the words “institutions in Benares” the 
words ‘‘institutions including High Schools, within the aforementioned 
limits” shall be substituted.

12. Amendment ol section 16A, Act XVT of 1915. — In section 16A of 
the principal Act, after the word “fund” tho wouia “o> provide such 
insurance scheme" shall be inserted 

13. Amendment of section 17, Act XVI of 1915.— In section 17 of the 
principal Act, — 

(. i ) for sub-section (I), the following sub-section shall bn substitut- 
ed, namely — 

“(7) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Statutes may 
provide for all or any of the following matters, namely: — 

(a) the constitution, powers and duties of the Court, the 
Executive Council, ihe Academic Council, the Standing 
Committee of the Academic Council, the Finance Committee 
and such other bodies, as may be deemed necessary to 
constitute from time to time; 

(b) tho election and continuance in office ot the members 

of the said bodies, including the continuance m office of the 
first 'members, and tho filling of vacancies of members, and 
all other matters relative to those bodies for which it may be

(d) the constitution of a pension or provident fund and 
the establishment of an insurance scheme for the benefit of 
tho officers, teachers and other employees of the University; 

(e) the conferment of honorary degrees; 

(/) the withdrawal of degrees, diplomas, ccitificates and 
other academic distinctions; 

(g) the establishment and abolition of Faculties, Depart 
ments, Halls, Colleges and institutions, 

(h) the conditions under which colleges end other insti- 
tutions may be admitted to the privileges of the University 
and tho withdrawal ot such privileges; 

(i) the institution ot fellowships, .seliolai ships, studenl- 
ships, exhibitions, medals and prizes; and 

(/) all other matters which hv this Act are to be or may 
he provided by the Statutes.’’; 

(ti) for sub-sections (3), (4) and (5), the following sub section® 
bhall Iv substituted, namely- - 

“(3) Tho Court may, from time to time, malic new or 
additional Statutes or may amend or repeal tho Statutes in 
the manner hereinafter in this section provided. 

(1) The Executive Council may propose to the Court the 
draft of any Statute to be passed by tho Court, and such 
draft shall he considered by the Court at Its next meeting. 
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(5) The Court may approve any such draft as is referred 
to in subsection (4) and pass the Statute or reject it or re- 
turn it to the Executive Council for reconsideration, either in 
v hole or in par I , together with any amendments which the 
Court may suggest: 

Provided that the Executive Council Bhall not propose 
the draft of any Statute or of any amendment of a Statute 
affecting the status, powers or constitution of any existing 
authority of the University until sue!) authority has Ijeen 
given on opportunity of expressing an opinion upon the pro- 
posal, and any opinion so expressed Bhall be in writing and 
shall be considered by the Court. 

(6) Any member of the Court may propose to the Couit 
the draft of any Statute and the Court may either reject the 
proposal or refer such draft for consideration to the Executive 
Council, which may either reject the proposal or Bubmit the 
draft to the Court in such form as the Executive Council may 
approve, and the provisions of this seotion shall apply in the 
case of any dratt so submitted as they apply m the case of 
a draft proposed to the Court by the Executive Council. 

S Every now Statute or addition to the Statutes or any 
menl or repeal of a Statute shall require the previous 
approval of tho Visitor who may sanction, disallow or remit 
it for further consideration.” 

14. Subatltutlon of new sections for sections 18 and 19 in Act XVI ol 
1915. — For sections 18 and 19 of the principal Act, the following sections 
Rhall be substituted, namely: — 

”18. Ordinance s. — (Z) Subject to the provisions of this Act and 
the Statutes, tho Ordinances may provide for all or any of the following 
matters , namely : — 

(a) the admission of students 1o the University and their 
enrolment as such; 

(!il the courses of study to be laid down for all degrees, dip- 
lomas and certificates of the University; 

(r) the degrees, diplomas, certificates and other academic dis- 
tinctions to be awarded by the University, the qualifications for 
the same, and the means to he taken relating to the granting and 
obtaining the same; 

( d ) the fees to he charged for courses of study in tho Univer- 
sity and for admission to the examinations, degrees and diplomas 
of the University; 

(e) the conditions of the award of fellowships, scholarships, 
studentships, exhibitions, medals and prizes; 

(/) the conduct of examinations, including the terms of office 
and manner of appointment and the duties of examining bodies, 
examiners and moderators; 

(gi) tli e maintenance of discipline among the students of the 
University ; 
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(h) the conditions of residence of students at the University; 

(i) the special arrangements, ii any, which may be made for 
the residence, discipline and teaching of women students, and 
the prescribing for them of special courses of study; 

(; j ) the giving of religious instruction; 

(fc) the emoluments and the terms and conditions of service 
of teachers of the University; 

(J) the management of Colleges and other institutions founded 
or maintained under sub-section (J) of section 15 ; 

(m) tho supervision and inspection of Colleges and other ins- 
titutions admitted to privileges of the University under sub-sec- 
tion (?) of section 15; and 

(«) all othor matters which by this Act or the Statutes are to 
be or may be provided for by the Ordinances. 

(?) The Regulations of the University as in force immediately 
before the commencement of the .Benares Hindu University (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1951, shall be deemed to be the first Ordinances made 
under this section. 

(3) The said Ordinances may be amended, repealed or added to 
at any tirno by the Executive Council- 

Provided that — 

(i) no Ordinance, shall he made affecting the conditions of 
residence or discipline of students, except after consultation with 
tho Academic Council; 

(it) no Ordinance shall be made— 

(a) affecting the admission or enrolment of students or, 
prescribing examinations to be recognised as equivalent to 
the University examinations, or 

(6) affecting the conditions, mode of appointment or duties 
of examiners or the conduct or standard of examinations or 
any course of study, 

unless a draft of such Ordinance has been proposed by tho Academic 
Council. 

(d) The Executive Council shall not have power to amend any 
draft proposed by the Academic Council under the provisions of sub- 
section (3) but may reject the proposal or return the draft to the 
Academic Council for reconsideration; either in whole or in part, to- 
gether with any amendments which the Executive Council may 
suggest. 

(5) Whero the Executive Council has rejected tho draft of an 
Ordinanco proposed by the Academic Council, the Academic Council 
may appeal to the Central Government and the Central Government 
may, by order, direct that the proposed Ordinance shall be laid before 
tho next meeting of the Court for its approval aud that pending such 
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apnroval ill shall have effect from such date bb may be specified in the 

order: 

Provided that if the Ordinance is not approved by the Court at 
such meeting, it shall cease to have effect. 

( 6 ) All Ordinances made by the Executive Couno'l shall be sub- 
mitted, as soon as may be, to the Visitor and the Court, and Bhall be 
considered by the Court at its next meeting and the Court Bhall have 
power, by a resolution passed by a majority of not less than two-thirds 
of the members voting, to cancel any Ordinance made by the Executive 
Council, and such Ordinance shall from the date of such resolution 
oease to have effect. 

(7) The Visitor may, by order, direot that the operation of any 
Ordinance shall be suspended until be has had an opportunity of exercis- 
ing his power of disallowance, and any order of suspension under thiR 
sub-section shall cease to have effect on the expiration of one month 
from the date of such order or on the expiration of fifteen days from 
the date of consideration of the Ordinance by the Court, whichever 
period expires later. 

(8) The Visitor may, at any time after an Ordinance haB been 
considered by the Court, signify to the Executive Council his dis- 
allowance of such Ordinance, and from the date of receipt by the 
Executive Council of intimation of such disallowance, such Ordinance 
shall cease to hate effect. 

10. Pawei to make Regulations. — ■(!) The authorities of the 
University may make Regulations consistent with this Act, the 
Statu tee and the Ordinances — 

(a) laying down the procedure to be observed at their meetings 
and the number of members required to form a quorum; 

(b) providing for all matters which by this Act, the Statutes 
or the Ordinances are to bo proscribed by Regulations; and 

(o) providing for all matters solely concerning such authorities 
or committees appointed by them and not provided for by this 
Act, the Statutes or the Ordiuanoeg, 

(2) Every authority of the University shall make Regulations 
providing ftw the giving of notice to the member’s of such authority of 
the dates of meetings and of the business to be considered at meetings 
and for the keeping of « reoord of the proceedings of meetings. 

(3) The Executive Council may direct the amendment, in such 
manner as it may specify, of any Regulation made under this section 
or the annulment of any such Regulation • 

Provided that any authority of the University which is dissatisfied 
with am such direction may appeal to the Court, whose decision in 
the matter shall be final. 

19A, Conditions of service of officers amd teachers. —(1) Every 
salaried officer and teacher of the University shall be appointed under 
a writteu contract, which shall bo lodged with the University and a 
copy of which shall be furnished to the officer or te6«ber concerned. 
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(2) Any dispute arising out of a contract between tlie University 
and uny ot its officers or teachers shall, at the request of the officer or 
teacher concerned or at the luatunco of the University, be referred to a 
Tribunal of Aibitration consisting of one member appointed by the 
Executive Council, one member nominated by the officer or teacher 
concerned and an umpire appointel by the Visitor, and the decision of 
the Tnbumd shall be final. ” 

15. Temporary provision for amendment of Statutes. — The Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Guxette, make such 
adaptations and modifications in the Statutes in force immediately before 
the commencement of this Act as m its opinion muy be ncoessary or 
expedient to bang the provisions of the Statutes into accord with the 
provisions of the principal Act us amended by this Act: 

Provided that nothing in this Section shall be deemed to empower the 
Centud Government to make any adaptation or modification of uny such 
Statutes after the expiratiun of tinea months from the commencement of 
this Act. 

16 . Transitional provisions.— Any officer or authority of the University 
exercising any functions under the pnncipal Act, immediately before the 
commencement of this Act, shall continue to exercise such functions until 
the corresponding new officer or authority is appomtel, elected or constitut- 
ed in noooidai'oo with the provisions of the pnucipul Act as amended by 
(his Act or l he Statutes as adapted or modified under this Act
